The question of how business will bo 
carried on after tho companies have 
retired, Is the all-absorbing thought of 
the companies that havo announced 
their withdrawal, Tho malls will have

banks cannot act as agents. This was 
nn unexpected action on tho part of 
tho attorney general. It Is claimed by 
Insurance agents that contrary state- 
ments wero mado by the Insurance 
commissioner and tho attorney gener- 
al some tlmo ago. The statements 
made at that tlmo were taken as posi- 
tive to tho extent that tho German 
National bank started preparations to 
establish n collection department to 
bo devoted to tho Insurance business.

State Superintendent C. P. Gary has 


announced the annual apportionment 
of tho state a4d of $125,000 among tho 
several froo high schools of tho state. 
Schools In Milwaukee, Madison and 
certain other cities do not receive any 
part of this aid because they do not 
comply with tho conditions Imposed 
by tho law. Of tho total amount dis- 
tributed $96.164.20 goes to schools In 
cities and villages, und $26,361,71! to 
schools in townships. The salary and 
expenses of State High School Inspec- 
tor H. L. Terry for the year amounted 
to $2,517.95, which was taken out of 
tho total fund of $125,000.

WENT IN WRONG DIRECTION. 


DECEMBER WILL BE STORMY. 
According to Rov. Irl R. Hicks tlio 


month of December I* to bo ono of 
slormsand volcanic disturbances. Tho 
old year will go out with a ureat cold 
wave coming down from tho north- 
wefcU Tho cold extending Into thu 
Ural part of 1903, 


Five rcgularstorm periods arc sched- 


uled for this month. Tho tlrst being 
central on tho llfth, covering from tho 
third to tho eighth and reaching Into 
tho winter solstice. From the 4th to 
tho 8th storms of rain, turning to 
sleet will pass progressively across the 
country. Heavy storms and gales are 
expected to take place on tho great 
lakes and seismic shakes will occur In 
many parts of the earth. 


An annual period of magnetic un- 


rest Is due on tho 10th and llth. 
Earth currents, 
volcanic 
trouble, 


storms over tho high seas and "north- 
ern lights" will roach a crlslsor sot In 
lor a continued period of winter sols- 
tlco about this time. Thoru will bo 
stormy conditions with 
northerly 


gales, sleet and snow, over tho 13th 
Into the following period. Tho third 
storm period Is regular at the crisis of 
the winter solstice. Excessive storms 
of rain, sleet und snow attended by 
high gales, especially on the seas, will 
result from tho 15th to the I'oth. 


Increased and decided storm condi- 


tions will be noted passing over tho 
country during tho fourth storm pe- 
riod. Heavy snow will be a featuroof 
this period and by tho end of tho 
month all the northern and central 
will have experienced generous snow 
falls. Tho llfth storm period runs 
from the 2uthtothoendof the month. 
About the 28th there will bo a sudden 
warm wave, followed by blizzards and 
severe cold. 


MUST HAVE A LICENSE. 


According to un umeiidmeiit to the 


law regulating bakeries and confec- 
tionery establishments, passed hy the 
1W)7 legislature, each anil every per- 
son who operates such a business 
must take out, a license on or before 
Decemher ilrst of this year. Section 
ItCH-tlT relating to the law. reads: 


Any pen-on who shall engage In or 


continue In tho operation of a bakery 
or confectionery establishment after 
tills act shall take effect without llrst 
procuring a license so to do, as pro- 
vided hy this act, shall ho deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall bo 
punished by a lino of not less* than 
twenty dollars nor more than one 
hundred dollars, or by imprisonment 
in tho county Jail for not more than 
ninety days, or both. Any person 
who violates or falls to comply with 
any other provision of this act after 
thirty days notice In writing hashoun 
served upon, or sent through register- 
ed mall to, the owner, manager or of- 
llcor operating such establishment by 
an olllcer or Inspector of tbo bureau of 
abor of some olllcer or agent of the 
board of health, of any change neces- 
sary to bo mado to comply with the 
provisions of this act, shall be deem- 
ed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall 
be punished by a lino of not less than 
twenty dollars nor moro than one 
hundred dollars, or by Imprisonment 
In the county Jail for not more than 
ninety days, or Imth.—Vlhis County 
News.

DEFIANCE 


PATENTS in*. 1'inulow, 


On tho Island of Yezo In northern 


lapan, and on certain of the Kuril" 
alanda which extend northwards to- 
wards Kamtchntka. there dwells to- 
lay a race of people distinct In type. 
They are tho Hairy Ainu, and although 
lumbers of their 
settlements 
have 


!rom time to time boon visited by 
:ravelent, most of tho Inhabitants havo 
Keen living In a seml-clvlllzml state 
I'ory few havo scon tho true Ainu, as 
Ihey are atlll to bo seen, living In 
barbaric stylo on tho wildest parts of 
i'oro Island. Among various writers 
who have contributed to tho literature 
Dn tho subject of the Alnus. no one 
ha* given a more graphic description 
of these natives than Mr. A. II. Sav- 
age Landor. Ho had previously com- 
pleted a long and arduous journey, 
which embraced a tour of the whole 
coast of Yezo and part of the Kurllc 
Islands, during which ho spent many 
months studying tho habits and cus- 
toms of these quaint people. Although 
tho present writer has also visited 
parts of Yezo, and traveled along the 
whole length of tho Kurlle Islands, he 
does not attempt. In such an article as 
this, to -Jo more than touch hrlolly up- 
on ono or two customs of tho Ainu. As 
their name suggests, they are a race 
of exceedingly hairy people. Tho men 
Brow great beards, of which they nro 
excessively proud, and their bodies are 
thickly covered with hair, almost llko 
members of tho monkey tribe. Tho 
women grow no hair on their faces, 
but seem to find a solaco for this 
Imaginary defect in tattooing mous- 
taches on their lips, and often primi- 
tive designs on their hands and arms 
and also across their foreheads. Young 
unmarried women havo 
very 
little 


tattooing on them; but, once a wom- 
an is married, her husband seems to 
take a prldo in decorating his bride 
with representations of hirsute adorn- 
monk 
Tho modus operandl 
IB ono 


which requires considerable fortitude 
on tho part of tho patient, slnco tho 
crudest form of tattooing is adopted. 
This consists of making a number of 
incisions In tho skin with tho point of 
a knife. 
Cuttle-fish black or smoke 


black Is then rubbed Into tho wounds, 
and tho operation sots up great In- 
flammation of tho lips, and Is very 
painful. 


A characteristic of tho Ainu race is 


the color of their skin, which la of u 
deep bronzo or copper color, and In 
nowlso resembles any other 
of 
tho 


oriental races, but Is more llko that 
of tho American 
red Indians. 
Tlio 


.Ainu havo no records, written or oth- 
erwise, of their former history, nor of 
how and whence they coino to inhabit 
tho island of Yezo. 
These matters 


seem unknown to them, and oven to 
anthropologists. 
Legends, 
however, 


exist among certain of tho Ainu to 
tho effect that many years ago Yezo 
was Inhabited by a race of diminutive 
people who were conquered, and ap- 
parently exterminated, by tho Ainu. 
These people were called by tho Ainu 
Koro-pok-kurn, or pit-dwellers, owing 
to their habit of living In huts 
con- 


structed over a form of rectangular, 
circular, or 
oval-shaped 
pit, 
many 


traces of which aro still found In Yezo 
and tho Kurllo Islands. A fow years 
ago tho present writer also discovered 
on tho Dchrlng sea coast of Alaska 
somo very perfect remains of a pit- 
dwellers' village, which Is qulto unllko 
any settlements mado to-day by tho 
Eskimo or Aleut natives of Alaska. 
Tho Alnus claim that at somo remote 
period they were themselves tho In- 
habitants of some far northern coun- 
try, and as evidence of this they clto 
their hairy bodies. 
They say, "Why. 


if wo did not come from a cold coun- 
try, should wo need to havo skins llko 
a bear?" It Is possible that they did 
migrate southwards from tho shores of 
tho Dehrlng sea, cither by way of tho 
Aleutian Islands, or along tho coasts of 
Knmtchatka and tho Kurllos. 
Ono good trait In tho Ainu character 
Is their great bravery, and this is a 


quality hold in high esteem among 
them. On tho Island of Yozo, and somo 
of tho Kurlles. bears aro very numor 
OUB. Tho Ainu men, who are merely 
armed with such primitive weapons as 
bows, arrows and knives, hunt am 
kill a great number of bears. One 
species of these bears (Ursus ferox) IB 
notoriously savage. One of tho most 
curious and unnatural customs of tho 
Ainu has puzzled m<- as to Its origin 
At certain seasons of the year tho men 
organize parties for hunting bears; 
old bears aro killed, their skins and 
skulls being brought home. Tho skulls 
aro often erected mi sticks, when 
they remain as trophies outside the 
hunter's dwelling. 
All young bear 


cubs which aro captured are brought 
home to tho settlements, whore the 
women of tho trlbo adopt them, am 
actually suckle these beasts as they 
would their own children. The object 
Is that In duo course of time these 
young cubs shall bo killed and oaten 
at what Is known as a "Hear Festival.' 
Often when tho cubs grow too big to 
bt> numed any longer, they aro con 
lined In a kind of wooilen cage untt 


Ainu Women. 


the tlmo arrives for thesn festivals 
The unfortunate bear cub Is tied to a 
pout In the center of a group of Alnus 
A headman of tho village teases tho 
cub with somo shreds of willow bark 
fastened to tho end "f a pole, while 
two other men stand with their bows 
drawn ready to shoot the victim as It 
stands on Its hind leg;?. Although the 
writer has visited native 
of all tho different races which dwell 
on tho northern shores of Asia and 
America, from tho Arctic ocean down 
wards, ho has never encountered 
n 


similar 
custom 
among 
any 
other 


tribes. 


Tho Ainu, like tho Ksklmo of Amer- 


ica and the Tchuktchls of northeast 
Siberia, havo no religion. They have 
no knowledge of a Supremo Hclng and 
no belief in a future state. Mr. Landor. 
who questioned many natives on vari- 
ous subjects, was oncu scornfully told 
by ono of them that "tho Ainu are 
taught nothing and they know noth 
Ing." This 
exactly 
describes 
thn 


state In which they live. Certain of 
tho Ainu Intermarry with tho Japan 
ese, and hcnco ono sees a number of 
half-breeds. 


Any person who seeks experience 


among a strange people will bo amply 
repaid by a visit to the Aluu of Yezo. 
Hut let not tho wanderer pay too long 
a visit to tho interior of an 
Ainu 


house, unless ho be Immune from the 
effects of evil smells, for scarcely, even 
amidst tho most savago northern 
races, havo 1 ever known anything to 
equal tho unclennllncsK of Aluu dwell- 
Ings, nor encountered any creatures 
of tho human race more dirty and 
odoriferous than tho Hairy Ainu them- 
selves.

DEPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OF 


THE CITIZENS' LEAGUE ON 


CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


We, the undersigned committee ap- 


pointed by the Citizens' League to 
nvestlgate and report on the spread 
f contagious diseases, (hid as follows: 
1st—Many people, largely through 
ear of being quarantined, have failed 
o call a physician when they knew 
hat some members of their family 
vere suffering from a, contagious dl- 
ease. 
2nd—That 
the quarantine 
laws 


lave been violated both by tho par- 
ies quarantined and their neighbors 
Islting hack and forth. 
,'!rd—People who have children at- 
ending school are not exercising care 
ir good Judgment, in some Instances; 
n allowing some of their children to 
attend school when there is sickness 
n the family and a physician has not 
been called. 


All of the above is In violation of 
lie law and punishable by tine or Ini- 
)risonment or both. 


We would recommend that all cats, 


logs and domestic pets be kept shut 
up during this epidemic, as they are 
oftentimes responsible for the spread 
of diseases. 


Many people do not seem to know 


.hat in any case where a physician 
ias not been called, the law holds the 
lead of the family responsible, and 
subjects him to a tine or Imprison 
nent or both, If any member of his 
'amllyor of his household has a con- 
agious disease, and he falls to report 
the same to the health otllcor. 
This 


law lias been knowingly violated by 
many citizens of Uhlnelandor, and In 
the opinion of the health olJIccr and 
your committee, the spread of con 
taglous diseases iu this city Is largelj 
due to an utter disregard of this law 


We tlnd that the law holds the lieai 


of a family responsible for the deatl 
from contagious diseases of any mem- 
ber of his family if he has neglectei 
to call a, physician, and the penalty i 
:i very severe one. 


The health olllcer IN seeing that nl 


cases now quarantined are being close 
ly watched by special olllcers, and an. 
Infractions of the quarantine law 
will be dealt with according to tin 
law. 


To aid In the enforcement of tin 


laws, a reward of *10 is offered to an, 
person or persons who will furnlsl 
evidence which will lead to theatres 
and conviction of anyone in this clt, 
who breaks the quarantine laws. 


The health oltlcer has been dolni 


all that he can to prevent the spruai 
of such diseases, but we must h:iv< 
the co-operation and assistance of al 
good cltl/ens if we would stamp on 
these contagious diseases.
